and slightly wounded in the 
shoulder while on a similar pa- 
trol.

blocks of both Greek and Turk- 


ift ish armed Cypriots, whose fight- 


ing in five bloody days begin- 
ning last Saturday caused grave 
international concern. 


Commanders of the British, 


Greek and Turkish garrisons 
stationed on this eastern Medi- 
terranean island met in the 
morning but were unable to 
agree on the composition of 
the mixed patrols. 
, "We have British patrols out, 
* whose primary purpose is to 


protect British families," Lt. 
Gen. P.G. Young, British army 
commander on Cyprus, told re- 
porters after the meeting. 


Young said there were no

U.S. Strongly 
Protests to 
Bulgarians 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States announce*! today 
it is making a strong protest 
and demanding 
compensation 


for the damage a mob of 3,000 
Bulgarians caused at the U.S. 
legation in Sofia during an hour- 
long attack. 


At the same time State De- 


partment press officer Richard 
I. Phillips scornfully labeled as 
a ''show trial" the Sofia gov- 
ernment's action against a Bul- 
garian ex-diplomat accused of 
spying for the United States. 


The demonstration which re- 


sulted in many broken windows 
and overturned automobiles at 
the U.S. legation.ostensibly was 
a kind of public protest against 
the alleged U.S. use of a Bul- 
garian citizen as a spy. 


But officials here said they 


were not certain what the real 
purpose of the 
demonstration 


was; they only said that truly 
spontaneous outburst of public 
indignation against some for- 
eign government are not usual 
in Communist lands, Such up- 
heavals 
are ordinial 
govern- 


ment-inspired there. 


The demonstration was brok- 


en up by mounted Bulgarian po- 
lice about an -hour- alter it -fe-- 
gan. The police went into ac- 
tion after the legation

asked for protection.

ernment, rose two-tenths of one 
per cent in November to a new 
high. 


The Labor Department re- 


ported today that the increase 
resulted 
mainly from higher 


housing and food costs, although 
prices of many- other goods and 
services also advanced. 


The 
November 
consumer 


price index, at 107.4 per cent of 
the 1957-59 average, was 1.3 per 
cent above a year earlier. 


The figure means that con- 


sumer items which 'could be 
bought for $10 in the 1957-59 pe- 
riod now cost $10.74. 


Food prices, which usually de- 


cline in November, increased 
0.2 per cent. Advances in prices 
of fresh fruits and vegetables 
and sugar were the principal 
factors. Fresh vegetables were 
up 7,8 per cent and sugar rose 
6.7 per cent. 


Housing costs advanced 0.3 


per cent during November., 


In a companion report, the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported a 2-cent rise in average 
hourly earnings of factory work- 
ers to $2.49 an hour. 


Take home pay—gross earn- 


ings less Social Security and 
federal income taxes—rose by 
46 cents to $88.77 a week for 
workers with three dependents. 
A worker without dependents 
received $80.93. In each case, 
this represented a gain over a 
year ago of about $2.50.

dustry has rung up all-time high 
sales of 7.5 million new cars, 
Ward's Automotive Reports said

Wheat Deal 
With Russia 
Given Approval

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 


Commerce Department has is- 
sued conditional licenses for 
sale of $40.6 million of wheat to 
Russia—but whether there will 
be a deal remains to be seen. 


The two licenses—for $20,320,- 


000 each—were issued Thurs- 
day to two unnamed American 
firms. 


• The permits allow the sale of 
the U.S. grain provided various 
conditions are met. These condi- 
ditions, under announced U.S 
government policy, include stip- 
ulations on financial and ship- 
ping terms. 


If the Soviet Union agrees to 


these terms, then the two U.S. 
companies have permission to 
go through with the sale, a 
Commerce Department spokes- 
man said. 


Nearly three months ago, the 


late President John F. Kennedy 
gave the green light to proposed 
private sales of U.S. wheat to 
Russia. Soviet negotiators, how- 
ever, have been balking at the 
American terms. 


The Russians have objected 


particularly to the U.S.'require- 
ment that part of the grain be 
shipped on U.S. vessels, whose 
rates are higher than those of 
foreign shippers. 


The U.S. traders who applied 


for the licenses were said to 
have indicated that the Russi- 
ans were proposing to pay cash. 
This would appear to rule out 
^fnirUcations, cwej? extending 
credit to them, although the li- 
censes did not specifically 
< re- 


quire cash. 


The shipping requirement has 


been the bigger stumbling block 
in the lengthy wheat discussions. 
The Soviets reportedly have not 
made much ado about demand- 
ing credit. 


If the sales go through, they 


could be a forerunner of even 
bigger shipments. 


The Soviets have shown inter- 


est in buying <a total of some 
$250 million of U.S. grain.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Thcre 


Is new evidence that the planet 
Mars is crossed by great yellow 
clouds of toxic smog. 


If so, it could mean that 


earth's last chance of finding a 
life-supporting planet in this so- 
lar system is gone. 


Some astronomers have con- 


jectured 
that 
the 
yellowish 


clouds seen on Mars are mostly 
dust, and the planet's whites 
and blues have been associated 
with snow and water. 


But Drs. Sebastian Karrcr 


and Carl C. Kiess reported today 
evidence that the clouds are 
mostly gases' of compounds of 
oxygen and nitrogen—the same 
eye-burning, choking, toxic gas- 
es of earth's smog. 


They split the light from the 


planet's telescopic image by 
powerful 
spectroscopic 
tech- 


niques and found the pattern 
that is yielded by the gas nitro- 
gen dioxide. 


Nitrogen dioxide—a partner- 


ship of one nitrogen atom and 
two of oxygen—appears yellow 
—and in dense concentrations 
looks brownish yellow, changing 
to blue and white in frozen 
forms. 


Scientists ~ intent on search- 


ing the distant Martian world 
for signs of life—have looked 
for traces of water suggested 
by changing color patterns, and 
blues and whites on the planet. 


Karrer is a chemical consult- 


ant, a pioneer in the early proc- 
esses that enabled U.S. industry 
to reap nitrogen from the at- 
mosphere where it is some 78 
per cent of the earth's gases.

ato astronomer at 


Georgetown 
College 
Observa- 
tory. 


Mars and Venus are earth's 


closest neighbors. Scientists in 
search of life on other planets 
have concentrated on them for, 
like earth, they1 are neither too 
close nor too far from the sun.

ing for the U.S. Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. He implied that 
he expected the death penalty. 


The legation spokesman said 


he felt Bulgarian police "took 
their time" in getting to the le- 
gation to drive off the demon- 
strators. He pointed out that a 
militiaman is stationed in front 
of the building at all times and 
has a telephone with which to 
summon aid if needed. 


He said the demonstration be- 


gan shortly after 11 a.m. but 
the police did not arrive until 
11:45. Then they slowly began 
to force 
the 
demonstrators 
away. 


By 12:15, the spokesman said, 


the situation appeared under 
control, and the crowd had 
been driven to the ends of the 
street on which the legation is 
located. 


But "the demonstrators are 


still down the street and we 
think it would be unwise for 
any American to try to leave," 
he added. 


The spokesman said a protest 


would be made to the Bulgarian 
Foreign Ministry. The AmerK 
can minister, Mrs. Eugenie An- 
derson, is in the United States. 


It was the first Bulgarian 


demonstration against the Unit- 
ed States reported in almost 
two years. 


On April 19, 1961, hundreds 


rallied in front of the legation to 
protest the Bay of Pigs inva- 
sion of Cuba. They hurled 
stones at the building and 
smashed windows. 


In recent months Bulgarian 


Communist leaders have re- 
peatedly hinted they would like 
better relations with the United 
States.

Unprecedent 
Action in 
East Germany

BERLIN. (AP) — The West 


Berlin city government today 
took the unprecedented step of 
addressing-itself directly to the 
Communist; East German gov- 
ernment about the Christmas 
Day shooting of a refugee on 
the Berlin wall. 


The action by a member of 


Mayor Witty, Brandt's:: city/ gov^ 
•ernment, took Western officials 
here by surprise. 


Britain, France and the Unit 


ed States—as occupying pow- 
ers in Berlin—regard it as sole- 
ly their prerogative to protest 
such incidents to the Commu- 
nists. 


The West Berlin government, 


represented by Horst Korber, 
made a critical oral statement 
to Erich Wendt, deputy minister 
for cultural affairs. The two 
men haid negotiated the' tempo- 
rary arrangement allowing West 
Berliners through the wall to 
visit relatives in East Berlin. 


The shooting of Paul Schultz, 


18, while he was climbing over 
the wall to escape had no con- 
nection with the pass question. 


It was the first time the West 


Berlin government addressed it- 
self about an incident at the 
wall directly to the East Ger- 
man government, which is not 
recognized by any Western pow- 
er. 


The West Berlin action fol- 


lowed a similar protest made 
today by Martin J. Hillenbrand, 
U.S. 
charge d'affairs, at Bonn 


to Pyotr jAbrassjmov, Soviet 
ambassador to East Germany. 


The Russians.could, upon ar-

Upsurge in 
Business at 
End of Year 


By SAM OAWSON

NEW YORK (AP)-This year 


began with storm clouds in the 
domestic skies and 
setbacks 


abroad. Tt is ending with a 
strong business and industrial 
upsurge at home marred only 
temporarily by a national trag^ 
edy and with apparent clearing 
of international skies. 


A dock strike had East and 


Gulf ports tied up in January. 
Worse 
than 
average 
winter 


storms ravaged both North and 
South. The government worried 


rapidly. The business upswing 
was stalled and many talked 
openly of a coming recession. 
The late President John F. Ken- 
nedy plugged for his tax cut 
proposal as an antislump meas- 
ure. 


America's grand scheme for 


an Atlantic trading union was 
set back on its heels whe:ci 
France blackballed Englanr?s 
entrance 
into the European 


Common Market. The Unijted 
States braced for possible trade 
Wars. 


But there was an early spring 


for the economy. When new 
problems appeared during the 
year, as they always do, gener- 
al confidence recovered stead- 
ily. 


Steel production rose rapidly, 


largely because customers were 
stocking up in fear of a strike. 
But a new contract stressing 
fringe benefits rather than wage 
boasts cleared the air. It- also 
made way for selective price 
rises later in the year. And aft- 
er a slow summer while cus- 
tomers worked off their inven- 
tories, steel output closed the 
year in a strong upturn. 


Chrysler celebrated its profit 


comeback by announcing a two- 
for-one stock split and increased 
dividends in February, and re- 
peating this in October. Autos in 
general racked UD their second 
straight seven-million car year 
and saw a third one a very like- 
ly bet. There was a sad note- 
closing of Studebaker produc- 
tion in its American plants. 


The stock market weathered 


a three-part report by a Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission 
study group that found many 
practices to criticize but was 
less upsetting than most had ex- 
oected at the start of the year. 
Popular stock price 
averages 


recovered all lost ground from 
the 1962 crash and by Septem- 
ber were topping their late 1961 
record highs. In December they 
went to still loftier heights. 
Raising of stock credit margins 
to 70 per cent cash from 50 
per cent didn't faze the bulls. 


Commodity 
markets 
were 


rocked by a scandal in vege- 
table oils which spilled over in- 
to the securities markets and 
into international banking. This 
is still on the unfinished busi- 
ness list as the year ends. 


A railroad strike was threat- 


ened at intervals during the 
year, each time postponed by 
government 
intervention, but 


major problems remained un- 
settled at year's end. 


The federal minimum wage 


went to $1.25 an hour from $1.15 
in September, benefitting 2.6 
million workers. Total employ- 
ment rose during the year, but 
the percentage 
of the labor 


force out of work stayed be- 
tween 5.5 and 5.9 per cent. 


Business profits rose steadily, 


with the year setting a record. 
Many leading corporations cele- 
brated by either splitting their 
stocks or raising dividends or 
making liberal yearend bonuses. 


In the final months of the 


year Communist nations were 
dickering with the United States 


, for surplus wheat and other 
'• grains. 


On Nov. 22 the nation and the 


world were shocked by the as- 


. sassination of President Ken- 


nedy. The stock market had a 
few minutes of time to break 
sharply before it was closed. 
The rebound was even greater.

A shortage of food forced 


Benedict to abandon his siege 
temporarily in mid November. 
He moved inland down the 
bank of the St. Lawrence to the 
little town of Pointeaux-Trem- 
bles, 20 miles from Quebec, 
and occupied the place. Two 
days later he learned that Gen- 
eral Montgomery had captured 
Montreal. Montgomery himself, 
confirming the news in a let- 
ter, promised to bring Benedict 
ample supplies of food, cannon 
and ammunition. Mathias Og- 
den was sent to Montreal to 
ask for clothing as well. 


Montgomery arrived at Poin- 


te-aux-Trembles late in Novem- 
ber. 


Montgomery was as impet- 


uous and short - tempered as 
Benedict; the two senior offi- 
cers struck up a friendship im- 
mediately. They agreed that 
Quebec

be 
invested 


again, so the siege was prompt- 
ly resumed. Neither was ' dis- 
couraged when they learned 
.that reinforcements had been 
pouring into the beleaguered 
garrison and that Gen. Sir Guy 
Carleton, a talented and cour- 
ageous officer who had escaped 
from Montreal, had arrived to 
take command of the defenses.
